A. COURSES Strategic Intelligence 

B. PURPOSE: 

To provide instruction in the fundamentals of strategic intelli- 
gence for selected officers and civilian intelligence specialists of 
the Departments of the Amy and of the Air Force and of specified 
civilian intelligence agencies with coordinate strategic responsi- 
bility assigned or preparing for assignment to: (1) Departmental 
intelligence agencies or to related intelligence agencies of com- 
parable level; (2) ZI Amy or Air Force intelligence offices; 

(3) Mobilization designations at intelligence levels comparable to 
(1) and (2) . MOS for which trained: None. 

C. PREREQUISITES: 

1. Commissioned Personnel : Commissioned officer in the grade 
of captain or above, who is a member of the Regular Army, or a 
reserve component officer in an active status or on active duty, who 
has an assignment, actual or anticipated, as attache, intelligence 
instructor in a school conducted by one of the military departments, 
or to a position within a military department or government agency 
where a knowledge of strategic intelligence is essential. Personnel 
selected for attendance at the Strategic Intelligence School should 
have as a minimum two years college education or its equivalent, 

2. Civilian Personnel: Minimum of two years college credit or 
equivalent employed at GS-9 or above by a national or departmental 
intelligence agency having a strategic intelligence responsibility as 
approved by the CG, USAINTC. 

3. Security Clearance: TOP SECRET. 

4. Vfaivers: Request for the waiving of any of the above quali- 
fications "vSlTbe submitted to the CG, USAINTC for disposition.
